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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: The format of the 
claims is objected for not stating if the claim is open-ended (comprising) or close-ended 
(consisting) limitation. 

Claims 1 and 12 appear to be entirely functional language in claims where the elements 
have not been established. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 4, applicant claims "one or more heat-distributing bodies" and 
subsequently in claim 1 5 line 7 and 10, the respective phrases "the heat-distributing bodies" and 
"said heat-distributing bodies" renders the claim indefinite in the case when one heat-distributing 
body applies. This rejection is likewise applied to claims 3-6. 

In claim 12, line 3, applicant claims "one or more heat-distributing bodies" and 
subsequently in claim 1, lines 6-7 and 9-10, the respective phrases "the heat-distributing bodies" 
and "said heat-distributing bodies" renders the claim indefinite in the case when one heat- 
distributing body applies. This rejection is likewise applied to claims 14-17 and 23. 
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In claims 1 and 12, the limitation "a heat-distributing device having one or more heat- 
distributing bodies is adapted to surfaces of a thermally loaded body such that there remains 
between the thermally loaded body and the heat-distributing bodies a gap which is filled with a 
fluid" does render clear the claimed invention with respect to the structural relation of the 
claimed components. 

Claims not specifically mentioned are rejected based upon their dependence upon a 
rejected claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-25 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The examiner notes that limitations of the claims 1 and 12 have not been found in the 
prior, however, do to a lack of clarity in the claims and issues with regard to objections to claims 
1 and 12, reasons for allowability will provided for in a subsequent action provided that at least 
the limitations/structure now claimed are claimed in a subsequent response/amendment from 
applicant.
